'tCd the, resignation thougW he prob- 
ably .will do so. \ * 

. Professor Croissant h^s sen'ed on 
. the committee three years, oive year 
^'as secretary and twO years as chaif- 
man. He feels that hi^ ' academic 
woric is so heavy that he cantVpt give 
as much time to student, activities as 
he feels he dught to as chainmai\, He 
/ does not intend to. drop butJof.all ac- 
tivities when his resignation is accept- 
ed. But he. feels that he has served 
his term and that there are other fac- 
ulty members equally capable of do- 
ing the work. 

In speaking of Professor Croissant's 
^signatinn. I’residcnt Collier said. “I 
have tried to , persuade Mr. Croissant 
fp withdraw his resignation. I ^cel
